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Their contribution to the spelling problem lies in the confirma- 
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TO PRIMARY TEACHERS 


Tis book seeks to apply to the teaching of spelling the 
principles which underlie successful teaching of other branches. 
The child’s attention is aroused by a strong appeal to his inter- 
est, his self-activity is constantly brought into play, and right 
habits are firmly established. 

The vocabulary begins with the simplest combinations of 
letters and proceeds systematically from the simpler to the 
more difficult, and from the known to the unknown. Our 
English vocabulary includes a large body of words which are 
strictly phonetic, and these words, because the simplest in the 
language, form the rational starting point. Difficulties are 
gradually introduced. Thus the child not only learns how to 
spell specific words, but at the same time gains an appreciation 
of letter and syllable values which will be of incalculable aid in 
mastering new words. 

The psychological time for beginning spelling as a distinct 
subject has arrived when the children realize that the words 
which they have learned to read as wholes are composed of 
letters, and have learned the ordinary sound values of these 
letters. This stage is ordinarily reached by the second half of 
the first year. 

If the instruction in spelling is delayed beyond this point, the 
habit of seeing words vaguely as wholes becomes so strongly 
established that it is very difficult for the child to see syllables 
and letters. The latter habit, however, not only underlies good 
spelling, but richly aids the child in recognizing new words 
when reading, and actually strengthens his power to grasp 
words as wholes. 

The names of the vowels are easily learned because they are 
the same as the long sounds. For the consonants, begin witha 
familiar word, as fa¢ in Lesson 1. Have the children sound 
the word and then find the first letter, 4, on some other page 
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of the book. Call the letter 4 by name, and ask the pupils to 
find it in other words, using the name of the letter each time 
rather than its sound. Children enjoy these hunting games and 
they may be varied almost indefinitely. For drill, give the 
sound of the letter, asking the children to give its name, and 
vice versa. The letters over the dictionary lists may be used in 
this letter study. 

Much is to be said in favor of the old-fashicned method of 
teaching the names of all the letters before beginning to spell. 
Each letter should be closely associated with its common sounds, 
and as time goes on, the letters should occasionally be read in 
their order so that in the course of the first year the alphabet 
will be learned. 

In spelling, as in all other school subjects, one of the prin- 


cipal duties of the teacher is to train the pupils ow to study. 


To accomplish this end it is imperative that the time devoted 
to spelling be used by teacher and pupils together. During the 
first and second years, spelling lessons should not be assigned 
to the children for independent study. Simple busy work, such 
as building words and sentences with cardboard letters, may be 
begun whenever the pupils are ready for it, but these words 
and sentences should always. first be studied in class with the 
teacher. The spelling period is no longer a‘ time merely for 
testing. It is a time for so codrdinating all the child’s powers 
toward the desired end that he will inevitably learn to spell. 
The term phonic group indicates a number of words contain- 
ing a common phonogram; as, man, pan, ran; fish, dish, wish ; 
each, teach, peach, reach; weigh, sleigh, neigh; money, honey, 
The grouping of these words in all grades secures economy 
of both time and energy if the work is thoroughly done. The 
lists in this book are short enough to enable the child to re- 
member each word as an individual; they are composed of 
familiar words ; and the teaching plan provides for their use in 
sentences and for sufficient drill to fix them in the child’s mind. 
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To Primary Teachers 


Have the children read the “sentence Zovk at my hat. Sound 
the word Aa¢ and spell it by letter. Compare the other words 
in the phonic group with it and discover the common part. Spell 
the phonogram a¢ over and over again. Read the whole list 
rapidly and spell the individual words. For drill the teacher 
may pronounce the common part ay¢, and ask, ‘“‘ What letter must 
I put before a¢ to make cat?” “To make zat?” and so on. 
“JT am thinking of the word beginning with +: what is it?” 
“With 4,” and so on. Finally give, and train the children to 
give, simple sentences containing the words. 

The attention should at first be directed entirely to the words 
in the phonic group. The words ook and my may be read and 
built with cardboard letters, but they should not be spelled by 


letter until quite a number of the phonic groups have been mas-. 


tered. They will then have become so familiar from constant 
repetition of one sort or another that they will be easily spelled, 
and later they will form the foundation for other phonic groups. 

The methad suggested for Lesson 1 may be employed, with 
such variations as the teacher’s resources will suggest, for 
Lessons 2, 3, 4, 6, 8, 9, 10, and indeed for all lessons where the 
phonic groups occur. 

The first lessons in this book are devoted to the short vowel 
sounds and the principal consonants. When beginning Lesson 
25, page 12, do not cross off the final ¢ or at first refer to it as 
silent. It has a most important function, and the pupils will 
soon associate it with the long vowel sound. A good drill is as 
follows : Write on the board a word containing the short vowel 
sound, as haz. Have the children pronounce and spell it; then 
quickly add an e¢, and have the resulting word pronounced and 
spelled as before. When a list has been built up in this way, 
reverse the order of drill by erasing the e’s one at a time, pro- 
nouncing and spelling both before and after the erasure. This 
method is far preferable to an early introduction of diacritical 
marks, which obscure the form of the word. 
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are not 
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Howto teach 
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All words contain some letters which retain their ordinary 
sound values. When a word containing letters with an unusual 
sound value is encountered, the correct sound should be promptly 
given to the children. The word Agh¢ illustrates this point. 
Tell the class that the letters 7h in this word give the same 
sound as zin mime. They can then supply the / and the ¢ sounds 
and so construct the word. The spelling must then be made 
automatic by repetition and by every possible sort of drill. When 
this word is thoroughly fixed, give one or two other common 
words in which the same difficulty occurs; as, might, sight, etc. 

Much drill will be necessary in connection with sounds which 
are expressed by several letters or combinations of letters. For 
instance, ¢, ez, ze, and ea all at times give the sound of long e. 
In dealing with difficulties of this nature, it will be helpful to 
associate words which are related in thought and chance to have 
similar combinations. A child never forgets how to spell zece 
after he associates it with pze. Har and hear, eat and meat, 
afford other illustrations. Let the child see that here, where, 
and ¢here, all relating to place, are spelled similarly. Though 
these devices cannot take the place of drill, they are of great 
assistance. 

Introduce the greatest possible variety into presentation and 
drill. The lessons may sometimes be studied by looking at the 
words and then trying to see them with the mind’s eye; some- 
times by spelling them aloud; sometimes by building them with 
cardboard letters. Attention should be called to the difficult 
combinations of letters by underlining them, by writing them 
on the blackboard with colored crayons, by repeating them orally 
many times in succession, by grouping them with other words 
having the same combination of letters. Any device which will 
fix attention upon the letters that make the word difficult will 
be of the greatest assistance. 

In order that results may be permanent, review constantly. 
Each day the lessons of the preceding two or three days should

be rapidly reviewed; each page should be reviewed on com- 
pletion ; and the dictionary lists (pages 28, 75, and 129) should 
be constantly reviewed by letter. The spelling match may be 
introduced early, the pupils being divided into two groups by 
means of colored sticks distributed to them. 

Give the syllable sense by pronouncing one- and two-syllable Howtoteach 
words very slowly and distinctly, asking the children how many two-syllable 
parts the word has. Have the children pronounce the words in V°"4S 
the same way. When the parts are readily perceived, use the 
word sy//ab/e, and thereafter use it always. 

Two-syllable words are introduced in Lesson 36, page 15, in 
connection with the common verb forms. The word jump and 
the phonogram zug have both been learned and will readily be 
put together. As an aid to the child in seeing the syllables, 
each word is divided when it occurs for the first time, but there- 
after it appears as it doesin books. ‘The teacher should never 
forget that the ultimate aim is to teach children to see syllables 
clearly in undivided words. 

The sentences are not designed for immediate dictation. Be- Use of 

sides providing material for copying and building with cardboard sentences 
letters, they serve various useful ends. They introduce words #74 Phrases 
in their relations and so serve to give them life and meaning. 
In the case of homonyms, they emphasize the meaning of the 
word and thus prevent common errors of usage. For instance, 
here and hear should always occur in sentences or with some 
other word which gives a clue to the meaning. They should 
not occur in the same lesson, and the children’s attention should 
not be called to the similarity of pronunciation. Each should be 
used in its proper relation to other words so frequently that right 
habits become established. 

Have the sentences read and have the words spelled orally. 
Do not have the sentences written from dictation until tt can be done 
with ease. This time can readily be determined by each teacher 


for herself. 
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The phrases serve much the same purpose as the sentences, 
introducing words in their natural relations, but they afford a 
briefer drill. Phrases afford the best means for giving eco- 
nomically a large amount of drill on combinations that occur 
very frequently in written work, such as very long, very short; 
their hats; here is; too dry, too busy. Incidentally the pupils 
will gradually learn to distinguish between complete sentences 
which require a capital and a mark of punctuation, and the 
groups of related words which do not express complete thoughts. 

If possible, have the children make their own dictionary lists. 
Sew or paste together the necessary number of leaves to give 
one page to each letter. Paste one letter at the top-of each 
page, following the alphabet order. Make copies of the words of 
several lessons after they have been learned, giving each child a 
copy to cut up. Paste the words under their proper initials. 
Such a list will, of course, be alphabetical only with reference 
to the first letter, but it gives the fundamental idea. 

The dictionary lists which follow each of the primary grades 
are serviceable in various ways. ‘The letters at the head of the 
columns may be used in learning the alphabet; the new words 
of each lesson may be found; and the lists may be reviewed by 
letter. They will thus not only fulfill their immediate purpose 
but will lay a strong foundation for genuine dictionary work in 


the higher grades. 


The sections in the first and second grades do not necessarily 
indicate individual lessons, although many of the sections may 
easily be mastered in a single lesson. Each teacher, knowing 
the power of the class, must determine how much time is neces- 
sary to complete the work satisfactorily. Two or three words 
really mastered each day will insure a strong foundation and 
gradually develop power to advance more rapidly. Proceed 
slowly, leaving no weak spot to endanger future progress. The 
numbered sections in the third grade are single lessons. 
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FIRST GRADE 


To THE First-GRADE TEACHER: The lessons for the first 
grade were planned to afford a progressive course in phonics 
before serving for spelling purposes. The short vowel sounds 
are first introduced in connection with the most common con- 
sonants. Then follow in order the long sounds of a, e, 7, and 
o in words ending in silent e; other common vowel sounds; 
and the remaining consonants with the exception of g and z. 

By the middle of the year, the average class will be 
ready for spelling lessons. A short daily period for eighteen 
or twenty weeks is presupposed, the work in phonics being 
continued, but in its own period. Not more than fifteen 
words need be taught in any week, and of these only one, on 
the average, will have any spelling difficulty. The others 
fall into phonic groups that will be mastered with little effort 
if the suggestions on preceding pages are followed. 

By the close of the year the pupils will have laid the 
foundation of a useful writing vocabulary, and they will 
have gained power to recognize many short, phonetically 
simple words, and also the syllables in many longer words.

SECOND GRADE 


To THE SECOND-GRADE TEACHER: In the second grade, the 
study of phonics and the study of spelling should still go hand 
in hand in order that the pupils may utilize their knowledge 
of sound values, and also, when possible, master the spelling of 
a group of words by a single act of study.
